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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments, specifically 
starting with I. Aghnides and Griffin each do not disclose or suggest the claimed intermediate holder - as disclosed in the final rejection, 
Aghnides does not disclose the holder, however, as said Griffin does in fact disclose an "a hollow cylindrical sleeve-shaped intermediate 
holder" with element 34 of figure 2. Where the threads are positioned in either Aghnides or Griffin holds no bearing on any intermediate 
holder used to enclose the insertion cartridge. As per argument II. One skilled in the art would not have interpreted Aghnides and Griffin in 
the same manner as the office action - the elements in Aghnides that were pointed to in the office action were done in a way that it was 
thought to best represent what the examiner was trying to convey. Referring to argument III. One skilled in the art would not have 
combined Aghnides and Griffin for the reasons set forth in the office action - stating a motivation for a combination does not need to be an 
"advantage" at all, just a reasoning or basis for that combination. In this case, the sleeve member 34 of Griffin would enclose the aerator 
elements. Lastly, argument IV. The Combination of Aghnides and Griffin would not result in a device with the claimed intermediate holder - 
as can be seen in figure 2 of Griffin, the sleeve 34 is between the member 36 and the threaded member 12, thusly in an effort to not 
destroy both references, the sleeve member would be placed between aerator 208 and it's threaded member 210. Therefore obtaining the 
claimed invention. 
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
